It  is  well  equipped,  and  has  an  adequate 
staff  and  accommodation*

Rous ing A  very  large  number  of  new  houses  is  required. 
Nursing:-  Two  maternity  and  two  other  nurses  are  employed. 

There  are  two  Hostels,  one  rosorvod  for  Scabies  and  Impetigo 
Scabies  in  Truro  are  few  and  far  between  now,  but  the  Hostel 
treats  casc3  belonging  to  other  local  bodies,  and  gives  instruction 
in  the  treatment  of  scabies. 

It  is  seldom  necessary  to  retain  a  caso  for  more  than  a 
couple  of  nights. 

Schools  are  inspected,  and  treated  cases  "Followed  Up." 

When  the  Hostel  was  started  there  were  a  large  number  of  cases, 
but  treatment  and  regular  inspection  have  had  a  most  gratifying 
of foot*
